I have  the  honour  to  laresont  my  imnual  Report  on  the  Hoedth  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Council’s  district  for  the  year  1957 • 

Two  epidemics  of  communicable  diseases  namely  Poliomyelitis  and 
iLsian  Flu'  wore  the  striking  public  health  features  of  1957  • In  the 
Council’ s district  the  nuiaber  of  ca.ses  of  the  former  was  low,  yet  in 
the  country  as  a v/holc  they  Tvero  only  slightly  below  the  first  serious 
epidemic  of  Poliomyelitis  in  this  country  in  1947*  Asian  Plu’  on  the 
other  hand  struck  sharply  and  v;as  first  introduced  into  the  district  by 
local  contacts  returning  home  from  camp  where  an  outbreak  had  occurred 
on  the  prearranged  dispersal  dado.  Tlireo  weeks  later  an  explosive 
outbreak  occurred  Vihich  reduced  school  attendances  by  about  AO^  and  the 
increase  in  the  nxjmber  of  medical  certificates  rose  sufficiently  to 
regard  the  outbreak  as  an  opid.cmic.  On  the  whole  the  diseajse  was  mild 
and  its  complications  few. 

The  standard  of  health  within  the  district  is  high  and  the  health 
services  maintained  ly  both  the  Council  and  the  Bucks  County  Council 
are  extremely  satisf  a.ctory.  The  Beaconsf  icld  Council' s housing 
activities  throughout  the  years  have  resulted  in  6A-7  people  being 
accommodated  in  well-designed  and  well-maintained  houses  and  flats  ajid 
there  is  little  doubt  that  good  housing  contributes  in  no  smaJLl  measure 
to  the  happiness  and  well-being  of  our  people. 

It  is  re-assuring  to  Icnow  that  the  Public  Hcaith  Committee  liave 
X^roceeded  apace  \/ith  the  comparatively  small  yet  vitally  necessary  slum 
clearance  programme  for  a limited  number  of  old  cottages  in  the  ’’old 
town" , 


The  routine  \7ork  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  varied  in 
character;  in  addition  to  the  surveys  in  connection  vn.th  the  Slum 
Clearance  Area.,  demolition  orders  and  visits  to  places  where  the  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations  apply,  the  customary  visits  in  connection  v/ith 
nuisances  and  other  miscellaneous  matters  ha.vo  been  maintained. 
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On  the  27th  September,  1958,  I shall  be  retiring:  from  the  office 
of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Council  for  v/hom  I have  been 
M*O.H,  for  eighteen  years,  I shall  look  back  on  these  years  v«rith 
satisfaction  for  whatever  of  value  I have  been  able  to  achieve  and 
with  gratitude  to  the  various  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  unfailing  support  during  these  years. 

In  conclusion  I v/ould  like  to  thank  my  colleagues,  the  Council' s 
other  Chief  Officers,  for  their  co-operation,  and  more  especially  the 
Council's  Engineer  and  Public  Health  Inspector  for  much  vsauablc 
assistance  throughout  the  year,

Beaconsfield  is  situated  about  25  miles  Trest  of  London,  It  has 
its  "old  tov/n"  whose  rod  brick  houses  flank  its  broad  High  Street,  and 
about  three-quarters  of  a mile  to  the  north-east,  is  the  "na/  town”, 
biiilt  around  the  more  recent  Railway  Sta.tion, 


In  more  recent  years  development  has  proceeded  far  more  rapidly  at 
Holtsxaur  than  elsei.vhcrc  within  the  Urban  district,  Holtspur  became  a. 
part  of  the  Urban  district  in  1934:  it  was  mostly  agriculturaJ.  land 

then  and  its  development  has  been  almost  unprecedented, 

Beaconsfield  stands  at  the  foot  of  one  of  the  south- easterly  spurs 
of  the  Chiltcrn  Plills;  its  subsoil  is  mainly  gravel. 

Its  proxiiiiity  to  London  brings  Beaconsfield  increasingly  within 
the  influence  of  the  metropolis.  Both  the  "old”  and  the  "nevd'  taims 
are  increasingly  becoming  London  dormitory  area^,  and  there  is  little 
reason  to  believe  tha.t  this  tendency  will  holt  \7ithin  the  fcrsecable 
future , 

The  ”ncn7  tovn”  has  been  vciy  fortunate  in  its  early  planning  in 
that  its  density  of  popiilation  is  low,  and  it  has  attranted  a largo 
high-cla,ss  poi^ulation.  Light  industries  ha>.ve,  however,  infiltrated 
here  and  there,  but  they  have  boon  gentle  in  their  intrusion.

INFECTIOUS  DISE/'uSES 


Folla/ing  thi3  trond  in  recent  years,  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
diseases  v/a.s,  in  195'?’,  ror.iarkably  low.  The  graph  on  page  10  illustrat- 
ing the  alternate  year  char a.ct eristic  of  epidemic  measles  shor;s  the  year 
to  have  been  a "mea.sles  year"  with  a total  of  53  cases  only  which  is  the 
lov/est  for  a "measles  year"  since  1944*  Yi/hooping  cou£^,  which  is  still 
a dangerous  disease  during  the  first  six  months  of  life,  shows  only  six 
cases:  this  low  incidence  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  nowadays  the 

practice  of  inramizing  babies  in  the  first  few  months  of  life,  is  wide- 
spread. 

There  was  one  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis:  a boy  of  six  years, 

and  one  ca.se  of  .ocute  Frinaiy  Pneumonia  in  a male  child  of  2 years. 

There  were  again  no  cases  of  diplitiiejia  notified  during  the  year,  thus 
making  1957  the  ll'ch  successive  year  during  vidch  no  case  of  diphtheria 
has  been  notified  in  the  Council’s  district.  This  remarkable  feature 
is  due  no  doubt  to  the  continuing  practice  of  immunization  against 

diphtheria,  V/hen  it  is  recalled  that  in  the  countrj'-  as  a whole,  the 

nur.ibcr  of  corrected,  notifications  for  diphtheria  in  1954  was  18,596  with  ; 
722  doa.ths,  viiilst  during  1955  in  the  country  as  a '/hole,  the  correspond-  . 

ing  figures  v/crc  174  cases  \rith  9 deaths,  the  significance  of  immunization' 

can  be  appreciated  at  its  value. 

It  is  anticipated  that  all  children  in  the  Council’s  District  I 

registered  for  immunization  against  poliomyelitis  mil  be  completed  by  i 
the  end  of  1958,  f

Hospital  Services 

There  is  no  general  hospital  in  Beaconsfield,  hut  it  has  three 
Nursing  Homes  registered  ty  the  Bucks  County  Council,  St,  Joseph’s 
Nursing  Home,  Candlemas  Lane,  \ia.s  excluded  from  the  oporc.tion  of  the 
National  Health  Services  Let,  1946,  hy  the  direction  of  the  Minister 
of  Health, 

Beaconsfield  is  just  v;ithin  the  area  of  the  North-Best  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hosjpital  Board,  It  i.iight  almost  ho  described  as  a.  fringe  area  - 
it  is  the  most  northerly  of  the  four  Bucks  Local  Authority  areas,  namely 
Eton  Urban,  Eton  Rural,  and  Slough  Borough  - to  he  included  in  this  Region, 
Its  boundaries  flank  those  of  the  adjoining  Oxford  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  Beaconsfield,  in  the  matter  of  Hospital  services,  loolcs  towards 
High  Hycombe  in  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital,  /irea  and  not  to  Slough  or 
Hindsor  situated  in  the  North-^.7cst  Metropolitan  HospitaR  Region,

The  Public  Health  Laborator;^''  Service  is  concerned  with  Bacteriology 
and  Epidemiology  in  relation  to  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of 
Infectious  Diseases, 


The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  situate  at  Y/alton  Street, 
Oxford,  and,  in  general,  indertakcs,  free  of  charge,  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  such  specimens  an  sputum,  nose  and  throat  s\7abs,  faces, 
urine,  blood,  etc. 

The  chemical  examination  of  water  and  sewage  effluent  is  undertalcen 
by  the  Public  inalyst,  Southwark  Borough  Council, 

Because  it  is  raore  readily  accessible,  a good  deal  of  use  is  also 
made  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Luton,  The  bactcriologica 
examination  of  vratcr  and  ice-cream  sauries  is  usually  carried  out  at  this 
laboratory.

Child  Welfare  Clinics  to  which  mothers  and  their  habies  can  be 
referred  direct  are  provided  by  the  Co\mty  Council  throughout  their 
area.  There  arc  two  such  Clinics  at  Bcaconsficld;  one  is  held  at 
the  Old  Weetory  on  the  first  and  third  Friday  of  each  mont^,  and  a 
Hcdical  Officer  is  in  attendance  v/hen  iiTinunization  against  diphtheria, 
free  of  charge,  is  undertalcen.  The  other  Child  ITclf are  Clinic  is  held 
at  the  Congregational  Hall,  Holtspur,  and  its  sessions  are  hold  on  the 
first  and  third  Tuesday  of  the  month,  the  Medical  Officer  attending  upon 
the  latter  session, 

5 • Ambulance  Services 

This  service,  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  19^:5,  is  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  v/ho,  for 
medical  reasons,  arc  unable  to  travel  by  public  traiisport. 

The  County  Transport  and  Arxibulance  Service  has  been  reorganized,  and 
the  Headquarters  are  now  at  5,  Buckingham  Road,  Aylesbury  (Telephone: 
Aylesbiny  3375)  • In  addition  to  Headquarters,  six  main  stations  have 
been  established  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  County  to  v^hich  application  for 
transport  should  be  made.  The  nearest  main  station  to  Beaconsfield  is  at 
High  Wycombe,  address:  Queen  Victoria  Road,  High  VJycombe  (Telephone  No, 

2310) . 


Any  ambulance  station  can  make  arrangements  for  stretcher  or  sitting 
car  cases  to  travel  by  rail.  Since  this  provides  the  most  comfortable 
and  e conoraical  way  of  sending  the  majority  of  patients  long  distances,  it 
is  used  v/hcrever  x^ossible.

During  1957  there  wan  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  notified;  this 
occurred  in  a female  aged  23,  There  were  tv/o  transfers  into  this  district 
and  two  transfers  out  of  the  Council’s  district.

I'.Iilk  and  Dairies  Regulations.  194-9  Section  20 

uTien  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  satisfied  that  any  person  is 
suffering  from  disease  caused  hy  the  consumption  of  milk,  or  if  he  has 
reasonable  grounds  for  suspecting  that  a person  is  so  suffering  or 
indeed  that  the  milk  is  infected  v/ith  an  organism  capable  of  causing 
disease  in  man,  he  may  serve  a notice  prohibiting  the  safe  of  such  milk, 
unless  it  has  been  treated  in  such  a v/ay  as  to  secure  to  his  satisfaction 
that  it  may,  v/ith  safety,  bo  sold  for  human  consumption,  A daijry  farmer 
on  xihoin  such  notice  is  s erved,  is  entitled  to  compensation  for  damage  or 
loss  "ty  reason  of  the  notice  served. 

The  coimLionest  organisms  giving  rise  to  infected  milk  are  the  organism 
of  brucella,  which  give  rise  to  "slipped  calf"  or  abortion  in  cattle,  and 
arc  capable  of  giving  rise  to  disease  in  man.  Only  one  case  was  reported 
to  me  during  1957.  Another  not  uncommon  cause  of  infected  milk  arc  the 
organisms  of  Tuberculosis;  these  give  rise  usually  to  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  tha.t  is,  commonly  in  children,  to  tubcrcudosis  of  the  glands 
of  neck,  or  bones  and  joints  and  sometimes  of  meninges.  During  the  year 
1957,  I am  glad  to  say  that  no  rex^ort  was  received  tha.t  either  of  these 
organisms  were  found  in  milk  sold  locally  for  human  consumi^tion.  The 
operation  of  the  provisions  relating  to  the  "specified  areas"  is  of  course 
an  additional  safeguard  to  public  health. 


No  cattle  were  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Order  during 

1957. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1950  ~ Section  23- 

Under  the  authority  of  Statutory  Instrument  1953,  No,  l66o  vdiich 
became  effective  on  the  2nd  Decanber,  1953,  the  Urban  District  of 
Beaconsfield  became  a "specified  area".  One  of  the  main  purposes  of 
this  Section  ■’.vas  no  doubt  to  prevent  the  spread  of  bovine  tuberculosis 
through  infected  milk.  Since  then  the  Minister  has  made  a further  Order, 
specifying  the  whole  of  the  remainder  of  the  County  of  Bucks,  blien  this 
further  Order  became  operative  on  the  21st  March,  1955,  it  v/a.s  estimated 
that  6^0  of  the  popiilation  of  England  and  TJales  vrould  be  living  within 
"specified  areas".

NATIOII/'iL  ASSISTMCE  ACTS,  19^^8-1957 


The  duties  in^iosod  hy  tv/o  sections  of  these  Acts,  viz.  Section  47 
and  Section  50,  are  the  responsibilities  of  the  local  District  Councils, 
The  provisions  of  the  former  have  for  their  purpose  the  securing  of  the 
necessary  care  and  attention  for  those  v/ho  arc  suffering  from  chronic 
disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and 
aro  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  receiving  fror.i  others,  proper 
care  and  attention.  Under  the  latter  section,  the  duty  is  placed  upon 
local  Councils  to  arrange  for  the  burial  or  cremation  of  any  person  v/ho 
has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  their  area,  v;hen  no  other  arrangements  arc 
being  made  for  the  burial.  The  Council  has  been  called  upon  on  one 
occasion  to  fulfil  its  responsibilities  under  the  latter  section  during 
the  year. 


On  the  31st  December,  1957,  the  Council  cr.mod  a total  number  of  657 
units  of  accommodation.  Of  these  224  were  erected  in  the  1919-39  period;  | 
40  are  bungalc^TS  erected  during  the  1939-45  war  and  liavc  since  become  paa-t  :

The  type  of  housing  accommodation  provided  by  the  Council  is  varied  , 
aiid  the  follov/ing  range  of  accommodation  shows  that  an  attempt  has  been  madci- 
to  meet  the  wide  vax-icty  of  housing  needs  in  post-war  housing.

Bottom  \»'orks,  viiich  is  nearly  3A  acres  in  extent,  and  the  Hedgerley 
Lane  Uorks  of  about  26  acres. 

At  the  former,  ov/ing  to  the  considerable  increase  in  daily  flow, 
the  Council  has  acquired  additional  land  of  about  I3  acres  as  a safety 
measure  against  flocxling  during  periods  of  exceptional  rain.  At  both, 
work  of  a routine  maintenance  nature  has  been  undertalcen  and  the  disposal 
of  sev^age  has  been  adequately  and  safely  carried  out. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  adjoining  table,  there  are  a number  of 
Cesspools  vd-thin  the  ditrict  that  require  en5)tying.

Normally,  at  slaughterhouses  since  1943  all  meat  and  offal  unfit  for  human 
constimption  v/as  removed  by  contractors  approved  by  the  liLnistry  of  Pood, 
The  material  was  used  in  the  manufacture  of  tallow,  greases,  animal  feeding 
meals  and  fertilizers,  being  sterilized  in  the  process  of  mamafacturc. 

/iS  from  1st  August,  1953 1 revised  arrangements  came  into  operation,  v^eve'yj 
condemned  materials  from  controlled  slaughterhouses  ’.yere  offered  for  sale 
by  public  auction  at  regular  intervals.  More  recently,  in  December,  1953j 
revised  conditions  of  sale,  incorporated  clauses  with  a direct  bearing  on 
prevention  of  danger  to  public  health.  By  the  provisions  of  Livestock 
(Restriction  on  olaughtering)  Order  1947,  all  condemned  meat  and  offal  is 
stained  rprecn  before  delivery  to  buyers.
